REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A) The previous rejection of claims 7-10 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) is withdrawn in light of 
Applicant's cancellation of the claims. 

B) The closest prior art of record, Schreyer teaches a fluoro-polymerized material. 
However, Shreyer does not teach or suggest melt-kneading a fluoropolymer with unstable 
terminal group or groups comprising alkoxycarbonyl groups and/or fluoroalkoxycarbonyl 
groups. 

Carlson (US 3,674,758) teaches TFE copolymers having methyl ester end-groups 
(C1/L29-39). However, Carlson teaches the ester end-groups are quite stable under prolonged 
storage at extrusion temperature (C1/L29-39). Furthermore, Carlson teaches the methyl ester 
end-groups are equivalent to polymers containing stable end groups such as -CF2H. Therefore, 
one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention would not convert the stable groups of 
Carlson to end groups such as -CF 2 H. Furthermore, Carlson that high-temperature humid heat- 
treatment is very expensive and produces contamination which teaches away from the claimed 
invention (C1/L16-25).
